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1. The intact barracks of the GROSSENHATN (W 58/4 01) airfield 
were occupied by about 2,500 Soviet Air Force soldiers. Seventy 
to elghty single-engine aircraft wore parked at the landing 
field. The aircraft, whose engines were run up about 10 a.m; 
were taxied to the western end of the < runway where they 
lined up in two rows, one behind the other. Three or four 
trucks which were occupied by “oldisers pulled up at the take~off 
point. The aivereft took off, gathered to squadron formations 
in the air and practiced flying for BO to 40 minutes,
